ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE WARIS OVER, 


But Says the Men Who Carried That Flag 
Are Bebels Still,and Only Thoughtleas 
Boys and Foolish Women Revere It. 


Wasuinaton, November 11.—General John 
Palmer, of New York, commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, is here to 
attend a meeting of the Grand Army national 
council of administration. In an interview he 
was asked: 

“Have you heard anything from your letter 
advising Grand Army of the Republic men 
not to march in processions which had in them 
the confederate flag ?’’ 

“Yes, but the comment has been generally 
favorable. I wrote that letter because I 
thought it my duty todoso. To me itis in- 
explicable that a rebel flag should have been 
displayed at the unveiling of the Grady mon- 
ument. Grady was a broad-minded man; one 
who would never have countenanced such fool- 
ishness. Of course, we understand that south- 
ern conditions differ very materially from 
those in the north, and we make all allow- 
ances for those differences. Union veterans 
in the south very properly fraternize and af- 
filiate with those who were once their 
deadly enemies. We realize that the war 
came to a conclusion thirty years ago, and 
have the kindliest feeling for the men south 
who have accepted the result of the conflict. 
We have always bad the highest regard for the 
men who fought for their flag. A hero is al- 
ways a hero, no matter what his cause is, 80 
long as he believes init. Those of the south 
who fought were firm in the belief that they 
were struggling for the right, but I have yet to 
find any southerner who today regrets the de- 
feat of the rebellion. The war settled forever 
the question of which flag was to wave in this 
country, and southern men who were most im- 
mediately interested accepted the ultimatum. 
This latter-day sentiment is the work of 
thoughtless boys and foolish women, assisted 
by a few men who, though old enough to 
know better, are rebels yet. The rebellion is 
over. Let us hear no more of two flags in one 


country.”’ a 
ANOTHER FLAG INCIDENT. 


Anarchists in Chicago Compelled to Hoist 
the Stars and Stripes.

’ Cuaicaco, November 11.—The stars and 
tripes waved aloft tenight amida scene of 
great excitement unequaled since the Hay- 
market riot. Overa theusand anarchists, or 
anarchist sympathizers, had crowded into 
West Twelfth street Turner. hall to 
commemorate the day on which 
their fellow anarchists were hanged. It 
was the most decisive demonstration of the 
kind in this city since the day the policemen 
were murdered. The speeches were extreme, 
anil red emblems covered everything. 

The climax came during the incendiary ut- 
terances of Henry Weissman, editor of The 


’ New York Baker, a German trades paper. 


Inspector of Police Hubbard, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Gibbons and a squad of officers in 
citizens’ clothes, were seen to quietly approach 
the stage. They ordered the American flag 
placed among the flaming crimson banners, 
which were conspicuous everywhere. In- 
stantly there was a profound sensation in the 
motley audience, and the poiice were hissed 
from ali parts of the hall. Mrs. 
Imcy Parsons, who occupied a chair against 
the rear wall, shrieked out: 

“Hang the murderers of my husband!"’ 

In a second, pandemonium reigned. In- 
spector Hubbard unflinchingly ordered the 
suspension of the meeting until his commands 
were obeyed, and the police took control. 
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HAVE NOT SIGNED YET. 


The Behring Sea Treaty Has Not Yet Re- 
| ceived the Necessary Signatures. 
WaAsuiInGton, November 11.—It is learned 
that the Behring sea treaty has not yet re- 
ceived the signatures of the representatives of 
the United States and Great Britain, for, al- 


though all points to be submitted to arbitra- 


tion have been agreed upon, the method of ar- 
bitration is still a matter open to discussion. 
This must be arranged and included in the 


terms of the treaty. 

There are several methods of procedure in 
such cases, one of the most satisfactory to the 
interests of the United States being that which 
was followed in the appointment of the 
Geneva arbitrators, when the United States 
and Great Britain each chose one representa- 
tive from other nations, and these two selected 
others. 

It is believed by persons in authority that 
this remaining point will be adjusted before 
the meeting of the senate, and that the arbi- 
trators will have defined the exact rights of 
the United States and Great ‘Britain in 
Behring sea before the opening of the next 
Sealing season. 

The Sayward Case. 

Regarding the decision of the supreme court 
in the Sayward case, it can be stated that the 
administration is awaiting the outcome with 
équanimity. Ifthe court denies the British 
contentions, the result will be very gratifying, 
but if it should take the other course and find 
the seizure of the vessel to have been illegal, 
the administration has the satisfaction of 
pointing to the fact that it is in no wise re- 
sponsible for the seizure of the Sayward, which 
Was made by order of its predecessor. 


A VICTORY FOR POWDERLY. 


4 Resolution to Prevent Him from Being 
Re-Elected Defeated. 


To.epo, O., November 11.—The Knights of 
Labor convention today settled the contested 
Case of district assembly No. 135 by restoring 
eighteen local assemblies to good standing and 
Seating all five of the delegates. The follow- 
iIngamendment of section 15, articie 3, was 
defeated : 

All general officers shall be elected for two years, 
but no general officer shall be eligible for re-elec- 
tion for more than two consecutive terms. 

The following amendment to the 120th art- 
icle was unanimously adopted :

MEN WHO HANDLE THE MONEY. 


Proceedings of the American Bankers’ 
Association at New Orleans. 


New Or.eans, November 11.—The Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association began its seventeenth 
annual convention today. There are about 
three hundred delegates in attendance, in- 
cluding a large number from the southern 
country. Senator Gibson welcomed the asso- 
ciation. G. A. Levi, of Victoria, Tex., and 
Mr. John C. Russell, of St, Louis, urged a 
change in the constitution so as to give state 
associations representation in order to en- 
courage and assist state bodies in giving more 
effective local protection. 

The matter was finally referred back to the 
executive association, which first reported ad- 
versely, in order that it might hear the views 
of all the state associations and report back 
next year. The committee on protection was 
authorized to prepare a plan for protection 
against and the punishment of criminals. 

A letter from Secretary Foster in reply toa 
request for information as to the working of 
the recent silver law, was laid before the as- 
sociation, : 


The Secretary's Letter. 

The secretary says in part: 

The new law makes a net annualaddition to our 
circulating medium of $24,000,000. Whuile it is 
true that the amount of money in circulation in 
this country at the present time is greater than 
at any previous period in our history, and more 
per Capita than in any leading commercial 
nations of the world, with a single exception, 
France, Iam of the opinion that owing to our 
rapid growth in population and wealth, and the 
extraordinary development in all kinds of business, 
a yearly increase in our circulating medium, 
somewhat proportionate to our growth in popula- 
tion, is imperativeily demanded. 

The issues of treasury notes under this act affords 
an. increase of perfestly convenient and 
sound currency, based dollar for dollar upon the 
cost value of silver byllion, redeemable on @emand 
in gold coin, and with the pledge of the govern- 
ment to maintain itat par. That this addition to 
our circulation has proved beneficial was forcibly 
exhibited during the spring and summer of the 
— year, when, through the necessities of 

burope, gold was withdrawn from this country in 
large quantities, aggregating, in a brief period of 
five months, over $72,000,000. 


HEAVY SNOW STORMS 


In North Dakota, Washington and Wis- 
consin—The Damage Done, 
Tacoma, Wash., November 11.—There 
have never been worse storms in western 
Washington than those of Satnrday and Sun- 
day between the sound and Cascades. The 
worst damage was done near Weston, where a 
cloudburst occurred. While fortunately no 
lives were lost there was much damage to 
property. The cloudburst swept everything 
before “it. Between Weston and Tacoma 
numerous bridges were washed away. The 
storm extended even across the range. The 
telegraph wires between [Portland and 
Waliula, on the Union Pacific, were blown 
down and a landslide occurred. On the sound 
small steamers were compelled to lay near the 
shore all Saturday night. No wrecks are re- 

ported.

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THE SECRETARY SUSTAINED, 


A Decision in Iowa Affecting the Frohibi- 
tion Law. 


Des Moines, Ia., November 11.—Judge 
Conrad, of the district court, Monday listened 
toanargument in the application of J. A. 
Harvey, of the State Temperance Alliance, 
for a writ of mandamus to compel the secre- 
tury of state tocertify to him acopy of the 
constitution of Iowa, and particularly the con- 
stitutional amendment relating tothe pro- 
hibitory law. At the time of Harvey’s appli- 
cation Secretary McFarland refused to certify 
to the constitutional amendment, on the 
ground that the supreme court had decided 
that the amendment was unconstitutional. 

In the opinion rendered yesterday, Judge 
Conrad sustained the secretery of state, hold, 
ing that in view of the supreme court’s ruling 
the secretary could not be compelled to certify 
to a constitutional amiendment. Notice of an 
appeal was given, and an effort wili be made 
to carry the case to the supreme. court. 
Whether or not the supreme court will reopen 
the case isa question that will be followed 
with great interest by the temperance socie- 
ties. 

Judge Conrad’s ruling was what was ex- 
pected, and gives those interested in the case 
an opportunity to get the question before the 
highest tribunal in the state.

And the Result Was the Loss of Several 
Lives. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 11.—[Spe- 
cial.}—There was a terrible collision of trains 
on the Illinois Central railroad, twelve miles 
north of Jackson at 3 o’clock today. A south- 
bound passenger train and a north-bound 
passenger train came together in a depression, 
both running down hill at the rate of forty 
miles an hour. Both engineers reversed, but 
without effect, as the trains met and the en- 
gines were torn to pieces and thrown from the 
track. The smoking car was telescoped, and 
the freight cars torn up and piled one on 
another. Four men were instantly killed, 
one fatally wounded, and several others 
injured. The dead aro as fol- 
lows: William Hillman, freight engineer, 
of Jackson, Tenn.; Walter Spence, fireman, 
of Jackson; Tom McKee, colored, fireman, of 
Jackson ; James Horner, express messenger, of 
Milan. 

The badly wounded are; Crockett Scott, a 
passenger, head bruised and injured internally, 
of Jackson; Engineer Staley, cut on the head, 
of Jackson, A number of other passengers re- 
ceived cuts and bruises. Engineer Staley, of 
the passenger train, leaped from his engine. 
The passenger coaches, except the smoker, re- 
mained on the track. The accident was caused 
by Engineer Hillsman, of the freight train, 
pulling ont of Oakfield on the passenger train’s 
time. The wreck can’t be cleared before 
morning. 


A DISASTROUS REAR-END COLLISION

EDEL RUN INTO HIS HOLE. 


How a Young Lady Compelled the Indi- 
vidual to Shell Out. 

ANNISTON, Ala., November 11.—[Special.] 

The complicated New York Racket store case, 

which has been before the city court for the 

past ten days, was amicably settled yesterday, 

and now all the parties tothe suit seem satis- 


fied. 

The facts in the case are about thus: Over 
a year ago Miss Effie Hastings, a pretty Balti- 
more girl, came here and accepted a clerkship 
ian the New York Racket store. For some 
cause, on the Istof October, 1890, she was 
discharged by Sol Edel, manager. She went 
to Birmingham and obtained a situation ina 
large dry goods house. A few weeks later she 
was arestad and brought back here for trial on 
a warrant sworn out by Edel charging 
her with the theft of a jacket 
which sold for $3.99, She was ac- 
quitted when tried and immediately sued Edel 
for $25,000 for defamation of character. Last 
summer this case was tried and a jury awarded 
Miss Hastings $5,500. 

On the 3d of this nonth the sheriff attached 
Edel’s interest in the Racket store, Avary & 
Edel, proprietors. On the 4th Avary applied 
to Judge Cassady, of the city court, to appoint 
a receiver for Avary & Edel, declaring the in- 
solvency of both. 

The sheriff refused to deliver up possession 
toH. A. Young, whom the judge appointed 
receiver. 

Suit was begun to put the receiver in pos 
session. 

On the 6th Mrs. 8. A. Smith, owner of the 
building occupied byAvary & Edel, attached 
goods to the amount of $5,175 to cover a rent 
lease. 

On the 7th Mr. Willett, counsel 
for Avary, asked the judge for the rule 
nisi against A. L. Smith, his attorneys, Knox 
& Pilham, and the sheriff that they show 
cause why they should not be committed for 
contempt of court. 

The case came to trial today andthe con- 
tempt proceedings were dismissed after Mrs. 
S. A. Smith, Miss Eflie Hastings and thesheriff 
had been made parties respondent in the case. 


THE JUNTA RELIEVED, 


And Chile Is Now Controlled by the Regu- 
lar Congress. 

Lonpon, November 11.—A dispatch from 
Santiago this afternoon brings the intelligence 
that the Chilean junta surrendered the execu- 
tive authority it has exercised since Balma- 
ceda’s downfall to the newly organized con- 
gress. Thechief recommendation made by 
the junta in surrendering the power was the 
urgent plea that the congress should at once 
institute measures looking to athorough re- 
organization of the army and navy.

THE FORCE BILL IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 


A Political Case, the First of Its Kind 
Since 1878. 

CHarveston, 8. C., November 11.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The trial of the case the United States 
vs. O. G. Jackson and D. P. Humphrey began 
in the United States court today. It is the 
first political case tried here since 1878, and 
grew out of the Tillman-Haskell campaign in 
1890. Most of the prominent citizens of Flor- 
ence county are witnesses.

New YORK, November 11.—The Sun thus re- 
orts: Cotton futures opened six to eight points 
ower, partially recovered, presently declined, 

closing steady at six to nine points reduction 
from yesterday's closing figures. The early de- 
cline was due tothe small panic reported from 
Liverpool, and the early dealings there are said 
to have been caused not so much by the bureau 
reports as by the proinulgation of the crop esti- 
mate, in which a yield of 8,100,000 bales was the 
minimum. The partial recovery at Liverpool was 
followed by a recovery with us to near the closing 
prices of yesterday. Then a fresh decline was 
caused by the circulation of reports and estimates 
of acontinued large crop movement.

STORMS IN RUROPE. 


Immense Damage to Shipping on the 
| English Coast, 


AND THE LIST OF FATALITIES LARGE. 


Heroic Work of the Brave Men at 
Life Stations. 


A HURRICANE BLOWING IN FRANCE, 


And Reports Coming In of Great Dam- 
age to Property and Considerable 
Loss of Life. 


Lonpowr, November 11.—The storm has ex- 
tended northward, and now rages with great 
fury from Wick, on the east coast of Scotland, 
to Scilly islands, in the English channel. 
This group of islets number about 
one hundred and _  *{forty, and  con- 
stitutes a constant menace to vessels during 
stormy weather, A telegram from there says 
a schooner has been wrecked; the crew, how- 
ever, were saved, A vessel named Paramount 
has sunk off Lowestcff, in Suffolk. All hands, 
except two sailors, were drowned. The two 
saved owe their lives to the Lowestoff lifeboat 
crew, who put out to their rescue. 

Further details of the great storm which is 
sweeping over England are coming to hand, 
and there is no doubt that the loss of life 
arising from marine and other disasters will 
fully equal, if not exceed, that which occurred 
during the last great gale that visited the Brit- 
ish isles. ‘ 

Some of the Casualties. 

The Norwegian brig Solertia has been 
wrecked at Studland, in Dorset. The fishing 
boat Star of the East, while entering Lowe- 
stoff, crashed against the north pier and was 
wrecked. Six of her crew were drowned. One 
man was rescued, but he died from exhaustion 
shortly afterward. 

The schooner Marguerite Marie, bound for 
London, was caughtina hurricane off Dun- 
geness and blown ashore and wrecked. 

The American schooner El Margaret was 
wrecked at Cayman. No lives Jost. 

It is believed that when the storm has spent 
its fury and the final estimate of damage is 
made it will be fourfd that the loss is much 
greater than that incurred through any storm 
that has prevailed here for years. Reports 
from the gale-swept districts are very slow in 
coming in, owing to the almost complete 
paralyzation of telanzaels lines, but the reports 
thus far received show the damage must be 
widespread and very heavy. 

Work of the Life-Savers. 

The life-savers made another attempt to 
rescue the crew ofjthe Benvenue and this time, 
after a great strnggle, succeeded in reaching 
the «ship. Twenty-seven half-dead men were 
taken from the rigging. The life-savers could 
not regain the place they started from and had 
to continue to Folkestone, where they arrived 
safely. Then it was learned that the captain 
and four men had been drowned before help 
arrived. 

Further damage to shipping and additional 
loss of life is being continually reported. The 
latest accounts tell of the wreck of two 
schooners near Brighton, and the drowning of 
four of theirerew. An accident caused by thé 
wind occurred during the evening. 


MRS. PARNELL AND THE FUNDS, 


Severe Comment on the Widow's Action 
in the Matter. 

Dupin, November 11.—The National 
Press, organ of the McCarthyite wing of the 
Irish parliamentary party, today publishes an 
article relative tothe Paris fund, of which 
the late Mr. Parnell was one of the trustees. 
When Parnell died, his wife, as one of his 
heirs, became empowed to act in connection 
with the fund. One of her first moves was to 
instruct the bankers in Paris to retain 
possession of the money. 

The National Press jooks with much bitter- 
ness upon the course pursued in relation to 
this money, which was originally intended to 
be devoted to, the relief of tenants evicted 
under the plan of campaign, and charges that 
the withholding of the fund is aresult of an 
understanding between Henry Harrison, mem- 
ber of commons for the middle division of 
Tipperary, who was one of Parnell’s most 
onan and devoted supporters, and Mrs. Par- 
nell. The paper says: 

The conspiracy between Harrison, who drafted 
the plan of campaign, and Mrs. O’Shea, to keep 
the food from evicted tenants, is the most shame- 
ful incident in our history.

HE THOUGHT HE WOULD BE DEAD, 


But He Was Dosed with Hot Water and 
Cold Until He Recovered. 

Roms, Ga., November 11.—[{Special.]—A 
lively and sensational scene was enacted in 
court this afternoon. The judge, the lawyers 
and spectators were dumfounded4 when 
William Arnot, a defendant in a wile-beating 
case, administered poison to himself. 

‘Goodby to youall! My wife has deserted 
me, and lam adead man,” were the words 
he used, as he held high above his head the 
i it down. He 
reached in his pocket for another dose. He 
put his teeth to the paper trying to get to it, 
but was prevented. He then leaped up into 
the air and fell flaton the floor of the court- 
room, and lay there as stiff as a poker. 

The Judge Astonished. 

Judge Treadaway being unaccustomed to 
such scenes, announced that court stood in- 
definitely adjourned. The spectators crowded 
around Arnot, and he appeared lifeless. The 
lawyers who were prosecuting Arnot, took 
hold of his wrist to see if there would be any 
further prosecution, and found his pulse beat- 
ing. Ina few minutes Dr. D. McCall and Dr. 
Harris arrived and began work. Hot water 
was called for, and about one gallon was 
pumped into Arnot. This not having the de- 
sired effect, cold water was ordered, and the 
now almost dead man began hollowing and 
wanted to get up, but he was held and the 
cold water poured down. The physicians 
worked for some time, and finally restored the 
patient, but it broke up the court. 

The story that leads up to the Arnot case is 
a badly mixed-up piece of business. Arnot 
and his wife lived in the country about five 
miles south of Rome. A man named John 
Hudson, who lived on Arnot’s place, was 
charged by Arnot of being too intimate with 
his wife. A general quarrel ensued. Hud- 
son took the part of Mrs. Arnot, and used @ 
stick on Arnot, 

The Warrants Appear. 

Then criminal warrants were gone into, 
Then Mrs. Arnot’s house was burned to the 
ground with all its contents. It was thought 
to be the work of an incendiary. The criminal 
warrant business was followed, and today 
John Hudson has about a half dozen warrants 
against him, assault with intent to murder, 
adultery and fornication, two cases of assault 
and battery, and others. Arnot’s mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Ford, appearson the scene today, 
and Arnot was charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder his mother-in-law with a knife, 
and also of beating his wife. 

Although considerable talk has been engen- 
dered about the house-burning, no warrants 
have been sworn out. When Arnot took the 
morphine his wife was present, and so was 
Hudson and numerous witnesses from the set- 
tlement where they reside. : Arnot’s little 
bitterly wept when his father played 
sobbing aloud: ‘Papa, you said you would be 
dead before the week was out! Oh, poor papa.”

Report of the Standing Committee. 

The report of the standing committee was 
read by Secretary Z. D. Harrison, of Atlanta. 
The committee recited the recent election of 
Bishop Talbot, and told of the visit of the spe- 
cial committee to Laramie, Wyo., to urge 
upon Bishop Talbot his acceptance of the 
bishopric of Georgia. The report also 
told of the action of the house 
of bishops and of the _ standing 
committees, of Bishop Talbot’s letter of de- 
clination, and, in fact, gave all the particulars 
in reference tothe entire matter to Bishop 
Talpot’s election. On motion the report was 
received and approved, but later, on motion 
of Rev. F. F. Reese, of Macon, the action 
confirming the report was reconsidered, be- 
cause, as Mr. Jeese thought, there 
was some reflection on the action 
of Bishop Talbot in declining the bishopric. 
Mr. Reese explained that he understood per- 
fectly that the cominittee intended no criticism 
or censure whatever of Bishop Talbot, but he 
did not wish any wording in the report that 
might be construed or distorted by any asa 
censure on Bishop Talbot. 

Those who had authority to speak for the 
committee said no censure whatever was in- 
tended and no reflection was sought to be cast 
on the judgmentor propriety of Bishop Tal- 
bot in declining. It was purely a matter of 
law whether or not when a _ missionary 
bishop, like Bishop Talbot, who 
had obtained the consent of a majority 
of the house of bishops to accept the bishopric 
of a diocese could, under the law of the 
church, decline to take it. In the case of 
Bishop Talbot, not only did a majority of all 
the bishops of the United States give their 
assent to his acceptance of the Georgia 
bishopric, but out of nesta stand- 
ing committees who reported there was 
only one dissenting voice. After considera- 
bie argument it was agreed that the report 
be referred back to the standing committee, so 
as to have the objectionable wording in the 
report amended. 

The Election of a Bishop. 


The morning session of the clergy adjourned 
without the election of a bishop until . 3 
o’clock this afternoon. The following names 
were discussed for the bishopric by the laity 
this morning:

Rev. Dr. C. K. Nelson, of South Bethlehem.

A letter was read from’ Bishop Talbot highly 
recommending Mr. Johnston.

After considerable 
discussion a motion to adjourn to 3 o’clock was 
offered as a substitute. The motion to ad- 
journ was passed by the close vote of 23 to.22, 
This was regarded at the morning session as a 
defeat of Nelson. 

This afternoon the clergy and laity met at 
3 o'clock in separate caucus to nominate a 
bishop.

The Sandersville Herald’s Account of the 
Work in That County.

A county with so proud an agricultural record, 
ranking second in number of cotton bales pro- 
duced, and that boasts of her fifty or more 
churches, and 100 public schools, is now made to 
blush at the daring incendiarism of Sunday night.

The negro 
seeing the firing, informed the section boss, who 
endeavored to stop the flames, and also sent run- 
ners in each direction to signal down trains and 
prevent disasters. 

The telegraph wires were also cut apart, which 
would indicate that they were not novices in their 
murderous work. 

Upon the news reaching Tennille, vigorous steps 
were at once taken to search out the guilty par- 
ties. A posse, consisting of Marshal Hattaway, 
Mr. Walter Orr and others, set out for Sun Hiil.

Sherif Wall gathered a posse here and a party 
trom Tennille aiso went to Sun Hill, and they 
were brought by way of Tennille to Sandersville. 

Horton and some of his friends were well armed 
with pistols, but did not resist arrest. 

Superintendent Dill and@ other officials were in 
the city on Monday afteruoon, looking after the 
prosecution of these supposed guilty parties, and, 
as Sheriff Wall bad suinmoned his posse and 
started forSun Hill forthe Hortons, there was 
naturally a feverish state of excitement in San- 
dersville during Monday afternoon. When the 
sheriff and his posse from Tennille and Sanders- 
ville arrived about 8 o’clock on Monday night, 
withthe Hortons as prisoners,at once crowds 
swarmed around them, eager to see and read the 
faces of men charged with such atrocious erimes. 

The prisoners were anxious to give bond, but 
were told by Colonel R. |. Harris, that the offense 
with which they were charged was not bailable, 
when Will Horton, who did all the talking, said 
he would then go to jail. 

Sheriff Wall asked Horton when he would be 
ready tor trial. Horton replied he would be 
ready on tomorrow, Tuesday, morning. He only 
wished two witnesscs, who could prove his where- 
abouts on Sunday night. Hesaid that he sat up 
with a sick child at Morris Johnson’s until 11 
o’clock that night, and gave it medicine. 

The prisoners were then lodged in jail, and the 
crowd, after following them to the jail, gathered 
in groups, discussing the enormous crime, and 
the probable guilt or innocence of the prisoners, 
and at a late hour dispersed. 

The prisoners do not deny buying tickets at Sun 
Hill, butaftirm they bought them for Tennille and 
that they got off at Tennille, Mr. C,. D. Thigpen, 
agent at Sun Hill, says they bought tickets for 
Oconee, and Conductor Beebe, who wasin charge 
of Sunday’s train, says they got off at Oconee. 
Marshal Hattaway also affirms they did not get 
off at Tennille. 

The firing evidently began at Oconee trestle, 
and about 5 o’clock p.m. on Sunday, and then 
bridges and trestles, eight in number, were fired 
from there to Sun Hill, in rapid succession in the 
early part of the night. On the main Oconee 
trestle 135 feet was destroyed and two other 
trestles of twenty-five feet each were burned, and 
others were extinguished with less damage. 

On Thursday General Superintendent McBee, 
Superintendent Dill, Conductor Beebe, Inspector 
Holland, Colonel H. C. Cunningham, attorney of 
the Central from Savannah, Detective Basche and 
witnesses for the state and defense, with a large 
number of citizens, gathered in the courthouse to 
witness the proceedings. 

Justices W.G. Robson and Q. Richards pre- 
sided. The case being called, the state. throuch 
its counsel, Colonel B. D. Evans, Sr.. and Messrs. 
Harris & Rawlings, announced itself ready for 
trial. The defense, however, stated that’ they 
were without counsel, and Thursday, November 
5th, was then set by consent of all parties as the 
day for trial, and witnesses were notified to be in 
attendance at that time. 

No people can hold in sincere reprobation such 
a heinous crime against the peace and safety of 
the state than the people of Washington county, 
and for the honor of our county it is hoped that 
the prisoners if innocent may be able to establish 
their innocence, but all feel that crimes so un- 
blushing and defiant, shall receive the full meas- 
ure of retributive justice.

"$4,400,000 IN HAND. 


The Central’s Creditors Will Be Happy 
Now. 


TWO LARGE LOANS ARE MADE. 


All the Floating Indebtedness Can Be 
Paid and There Will Bea Quarter 
of a Million Left. 


New York, November 11.—[Special.)— 
The Richmond Terminal is out of the 
woods at last. A loan of $4,400,000, or 
rather two loans aggregating that amount, 
have been arranged for, and tomorrow 
when the banks open, Mr. John H. Inman 
can check that large sum out, or any part 
of it he sees fit to, and pay off the Central 
of Georgia’s debf. 

Mr. John C. Calhoun negotiated the 
loans. Skeyer & Co., bankers, took $3,700,- 
000 at 6 per cent for one year from Novem’ 
ber 1, 1891, to November 1, 1892. A commission 
of 24 per cent, or $92,500, is allowed the 
house for the accommodation. To secure 
the payment of the loan, the Central 
pledges $7,400,000 of 5 per cent consoli- 
dated bonds. The protection is ample. 

The Mutual Life advances $700,000 at 
6 per cent interest, without commission, 
and takes Savannah and Western bonds 
as collateral. 

These figures are furnished by Mr. John 
Inman, who says that the Central's 
obligations are fully provided for now, and 
there will be a surplus of a quarter of a 
million, which may be applied later to ma- 
turing contracts. 

It is suggested that a part of this may 
be put in the Central’s bank at Savannah 
to replace amounts loaned to the railroad 
before the lease, but there is nothing cer- 
tain on this point. 

Mr. Inman says that he and others are 
carrying the Richmond and Danville’s 
three-million- six-hundred-and- fifty-thousand- 
dollar debt, and they expect to dis- 
charge it without any trouble. Hadit not 
been for the financial stringency of the past 
twelve months, the Central would have been 
in easy circumstances, but money has been so 
tight that, although the company had a safe 
full of bonds, no money could be raised on 
them. 

“We have been opposed and bitterly fought 
at every step by uncompromising enemies 
who sought to swamp us but we have come 
through all right. Mr. John C. Calhoun de- 
serves the credit for making the loang. Mr. 
Smithers, the London banker who was fre- 
ported to have come to the Central’s assistance, 
is not interested in these arrangements- 

‘Today week the East Tennessee’s stock- 
holders will hold their annual meeting at 
Knoxville. I will vote a majority of the stock 
as I hold the proxies of the Richmond Termi- 
nal and of some large blocks out- 
side. There is no friction at all 
between the majority interests of the East 
Tennessee and the Terminal. The gentlemen 
in the latter control the East Tennessee. 
General Thomas is easily taking care of the 
East Tennessee’s $1,000,000 indebtedness. 
We hold the Terminal’s annual meeting De- 
cember 8th. The books have closed. Our 
fiscal year ends November 30th, and the an- 
nual statement-will make a good showing.”’

They visited 
the banks which had paid the checks and 
tried to get descriptions of the men who had 
presented them. ut the tellers and cashiers 
of the banks gave different descriptions, and 
= the inspectors as much in the dark as 

The only thing the inspectors found out for 
a long timé was that the operators were 
clever, They altered checks to suit them- 
selves; Where a check was drawn to the 
order of a certain individual they erased the 
printed matter and lithographed a “‘pay to 
bearer” in its place. Some times they made 
it payable tothe drawer and forged his en- 
dorsement on the back, imitating his signa- 
ture fromthe face. It madeno difference 
whether the check was a finely engraved, 
tinted affair, or justa plain white one. If it 
were tinted they retinted the bleached portions 
— crayons after they had removed the 
nk. 

It was while chasing from city to city that 
the inspectors got the tip which has now led 
tothe arrest of the gang. In Detroit it was 
learned that Prentiss Tiller, alias Charles 
Price, was doing five years in the Michigan 
penitentiary for forging a check which he had 
stolen from a_ letter, and that he was occa- 
sionally visited by several friends who had 
beon arrested with him at Cleveland on a dif- 
ferent complaint, but discharged for lack of 
evidence aftes their pictures had been taken. 
The inspectors got these pictures and found 

: that the men were J. 
K. Stratton, Charles 
Hubbard, alias Charles 
Diamond, T. C. Boailan, 
alias T. Clayton, and 
Henry Armstrong, alias 
*“Sheeny’’ Armstrong— 
all well-Known forgers 
and crooks. Through the 
prison officials at Jack- 
son; Mich., Hubbard was 
placed, and the inspect- 
ors found the other three 
men with him. ‘They 
were westward bound 
and were kept under sur- 
veillance. When they 

HARRY ARMSTRONG. reached Denyer the party 
consisted of all except Armstrong. Inspector 
Williams took the three under his eye at Den- 
ver, and followed them to Dallas. They wanted 
to stop off there, but the police spotted them 
as crooks and wouldn’t let them. From 
Dallas they went to New Orleans, where a 
letter box was immediately broken open. 

Williams was pretty sure of his men now. 
From New Orleans they went to Atlanta, ar- 
riving there about November list. Inspector 
Jacobs joined Inspector Williams there, and 
found the three crooks occupying one room in 
the Folsom house. Another letter box was 
broken openin Atlanta. Then the inspectors 
were certain. On November 2d Hubbard took 
a small satchel tothe express office, and was 
arrested there. The satchel was addressed to 
Hubbard himself at Louisville. It contained 
asetof burglars’ tools anda lotof watches. 
One of the watches bore the name of “Clar- 
ence E. Stedman.” 

Hubbard’s two companions—Stratton and 
Boalan—were arrested at the hotel, and the 
three men were taken to police headquarters 
and searched, They had sixty-five letter box 
keys, four bottles of erasing fiuid, two boxes 
of crayon colors, a number of letter pouch 
keys, anumber of saws and eleven files of 
various sizes. Besides these things the in- 
spectors.found upon them about twenty-five 
thousand dollars’ worth of their own checks— 
good checks—drawn against deposits of their 
plunder, and returned to them as vouchers, 

The three men were locked up, and, to se- 
cure additional evidence, Inspector Jacobs got 
himself arrested as acounterfeiter. He was 
putinacell between Stratton and Boalan, 
and heard them talk the matter over and 
agreeing upon a straight story. It was decided 
by them to pretend not to know each other. 

Inspector Jacobs proved an alibi and got 
out, coming direct to New York to look for 
Armstrong, the other member of the gang, He 
placed Armstrong here through Hubbard, 
who had just received a telegram from him. 
Last Saturday morning Inspector Jacobs ran 
right into Armstrong in a 
Suffolk street. He took 
him to Marshal Jacobns’s 
office in the postofiice 
building, and ljater in the 
dayjhad him committed tq 
Ludlow street jail over 
Sunday by Co:mmissioner 
Shields. 

Armstrong had _ two 
checks in his possession 
which he had extracted 
from stolen letters. The 
endorsement on both of 
them had been forzed by J. rR. STRATTON. 
Armstrong, and one had been raised from 
$23.54 to $234.54in a very clever way in- 
deed. Armstrong said that he wouldn’t have 
had the least bit of trouble in getting either of 
them cashed. 

‘‘Bank tellers,” he coolly remarked, “‘are 
the biggest chumps in the country.’”’ 

Yesterday Armstrong was taken to St. Louis, 
where the complaint upon which he, Hubbard, 
and Stratton were arrested charges them with 
having stolen a draft drawn by Samuel V. 
A. Monks & Sons’ Distillery 
Company. Boalan has been taken to Nash- 
ville to answer similar charges. 

Hubbard is said to be the leader of the gang. 
He is an old offender and well known by In- 
spector Byrnes’s men. In 1885 he was arrested 
here by Detectives O’Brien and Doyle on a 
charge of robbery, and sentenced to four years 
in Sing Sing. His number is 340in Mr. 
Byrnes’s gallery at headquarters. Armstrong 
is said to be the son of a well-known sporting 
man of Nashville, who at one time was worth 
$100,000. Heis twenty-six years old and is 
well educated. Hubbard is forty-two, Boalan 
forty-eight and Stratton forty. The head- 
quarters of the gang is said to be Louisville. 

further stated by the  postoffice 
that Prentiss Tiller was the 
leader of the gang before he got in the Mich- 
igan peritentiary. ‘Tiller was formerly in the 
employ of the United States Express Com- 
pany on the Iron Mountain road. He robbed 
a car of $116,000, it is said, and sent the money 
toa friend in asatchel. By the merest acci- 
dent the money was discovered in the satchel 
by another express employe and Tiller fled, 
only to be arrested in Detroit a short time 
afterward for forgery. Inspector Jacobs left 
for Michigan last night to find out something 
more about the other men if he can. 

The methods of the gang were to knock off 
a lock on a letter box and have a key made to 
fitit. Then one of the gang made the rounds 
in the portion ofthe city where they thought 
there would be a prospect of fMding the most 
letters containing checks, opened the boxes 
and collected the mail. All the fletters were 
taken tothe room of the gang where they 
were steamed open. Those which had no 
money, checks, or draftsin them were sealed 
up and mailed again. Just how much the 
gang has made since it began its operations 
the postoftice authorities won't attempt to say, 
but it will surely aggregate nany thousands of 
dollars.

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The Piedmont Exposition Cleared Seven 
Thousand Dollars. 


ALL THE RETURNS ARE NOT YET IN. 


Some of the Railroad Ticket Sales Have 
Not Yet Been Reported — The 
Exact Figures Not Ready, 


The Piedmont exposition was a financial 
success, It will be some time yet before the 
books are ready for the balance sheet to be 
struck, but the revenues are ahead of the ex- 
penses and all the returns are not in. The 
railroads are to be heard from and until they 
make their final statement of the ticket sales, 
it will be impossible to give the exact receipts. 

Mr. Charles Arnold, the secretary of the 
exposition company, has worked faithfully, 
and his books show in round figures that the 
revenues were $75,000, and the expenses 
$68,000, 

The receipts at the gates and from the rail- 
roads, so far reported, amount to $53,500, and 
there are 3,000 tickets to be reported on yet. 
The sale of privileges netted al! of $10,000. At 
first they indicated a total of $14,900, but they 
did not gothathigh. Othersources of revenue 
carried theincome up ten ortwelve thousand 
dollars higher. 

The premiums and the salaries added $12,000 
to the expense account. 

Mr. Sandford Cohen made an estimate last 
night, and figured the earnings at from five 
thousand to seven thousand dollars more than 
the expenses. He calculated that 146,000 
people entered the grounds during the exposi- 
tion. He stated that the directors, as a body, 
are satisfied with the result, Things looked 
blue for awhile, with the fight made against 
the enterprise on account of King Solomon 
and the sale of liquor on the grounds and the 
Sunday concerts. At the start some of the 
directors objected to an exposition, preferring 
to have the land sold. The. exposition 
company’s grounds alone are estimated to be 
worth three ‘times ghe sum at which the 
company is capitalized. As much as five 
thousand dollars, perhaps, was spent in im- 
provements. 

Atlanta's merchants state that they enjoyed 
a better business during the three weeks of the 
exposition than during any other period of 
equal Jength in the city’s history. In the past, 
expositions have drawn greater crowds on 
special days than came to Atlanta this fall on 
any one day, with the possible exception of 
Grady day. But this year the attendance was 
more steady, and the merchants could attend 
visiting customers with more satisfaction. The 
result was that purchases were larger aud more 
money was left in Atlanta.

The Citizens’ Ticket. 
Tonight the citizens of Atlanta will 
meet in the halls already designated for 
their respective wards. 

According to the plan promulgated by 
the executive committee, each ward will 
elect fifteen representative citizens who 
will meet tomorrow night with the ten 
citizens selected to represent the city at 
large. The committee of 100 thus con- 
stituted will nominate the citizens’ 
ticket of aldermen and councilmen to be 
voted for in the approaching municipal 
election. 

The satisfactory results accomplished 
by this plan in the past make it  rea- 
sonably certain that it will again serve 
the interests of Atlanta better than any 
other line of policy that could be 
adopted. 

The city is now fairly started on a 
career of progress and development. 
The new waterworks system and various 
other public improvements will require 
the judicious expenditure of large sums 
of money in the next year or two, 
For some time to come the administra- 
tion of our municipal officers must be 
strictly business. This phrase correctly 
describes the situation. The solid citi- 
zens who are interested in progress, 
united with economy, are unanimous in 
their determination to keep politics, ir- 
relevant issues and factional strife out 
of our municipal affairs. 

It is no time to discuss forced issues, 
visionary reforms and fanciful experi- 
ments. We must get im the middle of 
the big road, on solid ground, and pull 
together for Atlanta. To this _ policy 
Atlanta is indebted for every forward 
step, and whenever she has departed from 
it she has suffered. 

A moment’s reflection will make it 
plain that the citizens’ movement is in 
the interest of all classes. It cannot be 
manipulated by any faction, but is the 
fairest and squarest way of uniting our 
people for their common welfare. The 
committee of 100 cannot fail to nominate 
a satisfactory ticket if the citizens will 
turn out in force at the ward mectings 
tonight. The way to secure a committee 
of representative men is for our repre- 
sentative men to be on hand tonight at 
the ward meetings. If our professianal 
and business men, mechanics and Jabor- 
ers will come out tonight for an hour 
or two they will elect a committee of 
100 so thoroughly representative and so 
closely in touch and sympathy with the 
people that it cannot fail to nominate a 
ticket without a flaw—a ticket that will 
command the hearty support of our best 
people. 

Let every citizen who has the welfare 
of Atlanta at heart go out to his ward 
meeting tonight, and put in his work for 
harmony, progress and business.

The democrats of New York state are now 
engaged in rounding up the results of their 
recent victory.

ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


One of the most widely known men in the 
United States is Colonel] Thomas F. Fisher, 
who bas been in Atlanta for two or three days. 
Standing in front of the Kimball house yes- 
terday afternoon he pointed at it and re- 
marked that forty-one years ago he ate his 
twenty-first birthday breakfast in Thompson’s 
hotel, which then stood on the Kimball’s site. 

Colonel Fisher was then making his way 
home to Montgomery. He had been on the 
second expedition of Narciso Lopez, which 
is known in history as making 
the invasion of Cardenas. He bad started 
from New Orleans. There was a romance 
back of his joining Lopez, and when he vol- 
unteered he did it with the full knowledge 
that he was courting death, but he did not 
care for that, andin fact was thoroughly in- 
different. Probably at that time he would 
have preferred a Spanish bullet to glory. It 
was apother case of swedthearts falling out, 
and he hurried from the lady he loved tothe 
adventurers who had cast their fortunes with 
the hot-blooded son of Venezuela who had 
once before attempted to aid the Cubans in 
throwing off the yoke of Spain. 

The steamer on which young Fisher sailed 
was chased into Key West, and he was lucky 
enough to get back home alive. 

In the Jate war he was one of the south’s 
bravest soldiers. At the close of the war he 
and his family were in Atlanta. Colonel 
Fisher bought 150 acres of land on what is 
now Peachtree street, and about 1867 sold it 
for $5,300. That land today is worth half a 
million dollars. Mr. Joe Thompson's new 
country house is on a part of the ground. 

“T had no idea then that Atlanta would 
ever be the city it is today,’”’ he says. “‘Atianta 
had been sacked and was in the throes of 
poverty and dire distress. Isold out and moved 
away.’”’

Fisher has been connected in 
railroads, and he is familiarly known from the 
Atlantic tothe Pacific. Several of his old 
comrades in arms are scattered over Georgia.

For many years it was run 
in a cheap way, with one locomotive, one 
engineer and two or three freight cars.

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THE COURT MARTIAL, 


In Which Two Young Military Men Are 
to Be Tried, Occurs Tomorrow. 


MUCH INTEREST IS FELT IN THE RESULT 


By Military Men in Atlanta and of the En- 
tire State—A Review ofthe Charges. 
The Court Martial. 


One of the most interesting court martials 
ever held in this state will convene at the 
Zouave armory tomorrow morning at 40:30 
o’clock. 

Two young Atlanta military men are to be 
tried on charges, which, if found guilty of in 
time of war, they would be sentenced to be 
shot. 

Both young men are wel) known in Atlanta, 
and are members of the Atlanta Rifles. 

Will W. Appler is charged with refusing to 
drill when ordered to do so by Captain M. B. 
Spencer, of the Rifles. W.V. McMillan is 
charged with signing and circulating a paper 
among members of the company, pledging 
themselves never to drill under the present 
captain, 

The court martial was ordered by Lieutenant 
Colonel W. L. Calhoun, .of the Fourth bat- 
talion, some time ago. A regimental court 
martial was first ordered to try both af the 
accused, but was amended subsequently so as 
to change the court martial from a regimental 
to battalion court martial. This was done to 
avoid the decision made by Judge Advocate 
General Candler, who pronounced regimental 
court martials unconstitutional and unwar- 
ranted by law. 

Last Saturday was the day set for 
holding the court martial, and the 
court, the accused and the witnesses all 
appeared in full-dress uniform. The trial was 
postponed until tomorrow on account of press- 
ing business of the attorneys interested in the 
case. 

The trial is a matter of very deep interest to 
the local military, and the military all over 
the state as well. All those connected with 
the trial will appear in full-dress uniform and 
the strictest military discipline will be ob- 


served. 


The matter is made much more interesting 
from the fact that the court martial has no 
precedents to follow. Such trials are few and 
far between. Numerous questions of military 
Jaw willarise as it is maintained that no pro- 
vision is made for military tribunes for the 


spunish ment of violations of military law. 


The court martial consists of Captain J. B. 
Hollis, Captain Lyman Hall, Lieutenant Ben 
M. Goldsmith, Lieutenant Eugene Harde- 
man, Lieutenant L. J. Daniel and Lieutenant 
Frank Orme, 

Lieutenant Arnold Broyles has been ap- 
pointed judge advocate general, and will act 
as prosecuting attorney. 

Mr. W. W. Avpler is represented by Colonel 
John M. Slaton, and Mr. W. V. McMillan by 
Mr, T. J. Ripley. 

The court martial may be held with closed 
doors. Those interested have rot yet decided 
on that. Ifitis held with open doors the 
Zouave’s armory will be badly crowded.

Uncle Jerry Rusk did a big thing when he 
robbed the war department of the weather ser- 
vice, and he did another big thing when he 
put Professor Mark Harrington at the head 


of it. 

Professor Harrington is remodeling the 
weather service on the pattern of the tederal 
government. He proposes to do the work 
through a series of state weather bureaus 
united into a national service which will con- 
duct a kind of interstate business. 

This is nota technical description of the 
service, but itis tully as accurate as that of 
the western society reporter who said a 
prominent society lady wore a dress ‘made 
out of something or other, cut bias and trim- 
med eudways.’ 

As for the Georgia service, Mr. Park Mor- 
rill, the director, outlines the first features of 
it in the following circular sent out to the press 
of the state today: 

UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULT- 
URE, WEATHER BUREAU, ATLANTA, Ga., No- 
vember 12, 1891.—Asitis probably not fully under 
stood how yreata change has been inaugurated 
jn the methods and aims of the weatber bureau 
since it passed under the contro) of Protessor 
Harrington and became a part of the department 
of agriculture, the following brief statement may 
well be made to the public. . There is special vcca- 
sion for this here,as Georgia has been selected 
for particular effort in the way of enlarging the 
work and increasing the usefulness of the bureau. 

A notiecable dep arture fromold methods is 
shown in the appointment of twenty local fore- 
cast vfficia:s who are stationed at as many itpor- 
tant centers througbout the country. ‘These offi- 
cials have been given much larger power than 
were formerly granted to members of the service 
outside of W ashington, in the matter of fore: ast- 
ing the weather and in disseminating among the 
peop le the intormation collected by the bureau’s 

arge corps of observers. Georgia receives one of 
the twenty in Mr. Park Morrill, “whose office is in 
the government building at Atlanta. Forecasts 
of the weather in Georgia will be made at At- 
lanta every morning for the ensuing night and 
che following day, giving ample time for their 
dissemination throughout the state, so as to 
bring to interested parties the iatest information 
obtainable as to the weather outlook for any day 
on the previous afternoon. 


The public has long been acquainted with the | 


forecasts made at Washington as published in the 
daily papers. In many rural districts, however, 
the papers arrive so late that the forecasts have 
lost much of their utility. To meet this difficalty 
and enable the agricul itural and rural population 
to receive the benefit of them, the weather bureau 


proposes to telegraph the daily forecasts, free of | 
cost, to all points in the state where arrangements | 


shall be made by town or city authorities or by 
yu blic- spirited individuals to give proper pub- 
icity to them by the display of weather sicnals. 

A system of fagsignais has been devised by 
means of which the forecast s can be conveyed to 
the population of a considerable district by a 
Singie display on some prominent flagstaff. In 


fume sections of the country this system has | 
already been introduced, and has met with the 


highest approval. The flags are five in number, 
two consticuting a hoist, and in proper combina- 
tion indicate the approach of fair weather, a gen- 
eral rain or snow, or local showers, as the case 
may be, ana also the changes of te —_ rature anil 
the probability of frosts (in spring and 
autumn) and cold waves in winter. ‘Lhe limited 
funds atthe cisposa! of the bureau render. it in 
general impossible to furnish the flags, but their 
cost, some ten ortwelve dollars for the set, is 
trifling in view of the great benefit communities 
will derive from accurate iniourmation as to 
weather conditions. 

Few, perhaps, are aware what extensive ma- 


chinery is brought into action to gather the data | 


which results in these forecasts. At 150 points, 
scattered throughout the United States, and at 
some twenty in Canada, observers accurately re- 
cord, at the same moment twice every day, all the 
meteorological facts which determine the weather 
From each of these points within an houra re- 
ort is received at Washington. Then all the 
acts thus gathered are graphically charted on 
maps of the United States, and these form the 
basis on which forecasts are made. Then the tele- 


graph again bears the conclusions of the forecast | 
Official throughout the country. On a somewhat | 


less elaborate scale andin «a more localized man- 
ner the same thing is done at the local forecast 
Stations, such as Atlanta. 

It is the result produced by this great mechan- 
ism which is offered in the system of forecast 
telegrams and signal displays above outlined. 
While, as above stated, it is imnpossible in general 
for the bureau to furnish the signal flags, vet, in 
order to secure acertain ac quainta nce with the 
advantages of the systew, it 18 proposed to 
furnish both flags and forecasts to county seats 
in Georgia when a reliable person shall have been 
secured to make the displays. 

Correspondence in regard to this or other mat- 
ters connected with the work of the weather 
bureau may be addressed to the Atlanta office and 
will receive pronrpt and courteous attention. All

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THE NEW YORK MARKET, 
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The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 11.—The stock market today 
lacked the vigor and snap of that of yesterday, and 
there was not only less business, but movements, 
aside from these In very few stocks, were devoid of 
interest and were confined within the narrowest 
limits.

West- 
ern operators were most prominent in the buying 
line, and Chicago Gas and Union Pacific showed the 
side taken by thisinterest. There was only one really 
weak point in the list, Northern Pacific preferred, but 
efforts to get that stock down were most apparent, and 
with the cessation of the pressure it recovered hand- 
somely. In late dealings marked strength was shown. 
Missouri Pacific became oneof the features at this 
time, but its final improvement was fractional only. 
The market finally closed quiet but firm, generally at 
small gainsfor the day. Sales listed 284,000 shares.

The visitors were mostly ladies, who went 
into ecstasies over the almost divine floral de- 
signs and single plants. 


Over theentrance to the show hung sus- , 


pended from a wire covered with evergreens a 
wedding be!! draned with every color and va- 
riety of the prettiest roses. lt was designed 
by C. A. Dahl & Co. 

This firm has a large exhibit of beautiful 
ferns, cut roses, chrysanthemums and other 
fowers. Theexhibits are so arranged as to 
form: a circle, and in the center of the circle 
are two tables, one covered with vases filled 
with choice roses, Marechal Niels and others. 
These are displayed by the firms just men- 
tioned. All colors of roses are in the exhibit 
—the richest cream color, pink red, yellowand 
white. 

J. E. Jackson, of Gainesville, Ga., whose 
flowers carried off three-fourths of the prizes 
atthe Piedmont exposition, has beyond all 
doubts the finest display of chrysanthemums 
inthe show. The blooms are fine, wel! devel- 
oped and of the richest colors. This is the 
second exhibition ever made of these rare 
flowers by Mr. Jackson, which makes his ex- 
hibit all the more noteworthy. 

Mr. James Burpitt has the largest exhibit 
in theshow.
